DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, M the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. The examiner has cited the reference 6,085,947 in the PTO-892. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 8, line 15, 
coupler 12 should be 1 1. On page 8, line 18, locking ring 124 should be 123. On page 9, line 9, 
groove 23 with an R-Ring should be groove 24 with an O-ring. The specification is replete with 
errors like this and the examiner does not have the time to list all of them. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

3 . The examiner has never heard of an "Outfall Valve". Please explain or fix it to be what 
is supposed to be. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because (see paragraph #2 above). Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of

the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended " If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Grant et al. 
US 3,203,665. 

Grant discloses a valve structure having a base 15 having a coupler 20 and cylinder 22 with the 
coupler integrally connected with an end of the cylinder, there is a specific angle between them, 
and are interiorly connected, the cylinder has an opening (at 21) at one end and a plug 26 on the 
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other, a locking ring 35 is in a sidewall of the cylinder, a hollow pipe 30 moves within the 
cylinder and has an inclined flange 36 that locks with the locking ring. A rib ring 45 is in the 
hollow pipe. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
- -section 102 of. this title, if-the differences between the subject matter- sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 2-3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Grant et 
al. US 3,203,665 in view of Wilson US 4,314,689. 

Grant lacks interior threads on the coupler and exterior threads on the hollow pipe and an O-ring 
within a groove. Wilson discloses interior threads (12 has interior threads at 28) on the coupler 
and exterior threads 44 on the hollow pipe and an O-ring 56 within a groove 54. It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the 
interior threads as disclosed by Wilson on the coupler of Grant and exterior threads as disclosed 
by Wilson on the hollow pipe of Grant in order to provide easier connections to other pieces. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to use an O-ring in a groove as disclosed by Wilson in order to provide better sealing 
between the hollow pipe and the cylinder.
